COIN GAMING MACHINES PAY 
U.S, $7,781,600 TAXES IN YEAR 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 16 (AP).—~ 
Slot machines and other coin-op- 
erated gaming devices paid $7,781,- 
600 into the Treasury in the last 
fiscal year and thereby became 
“legal” as far as the Federal tax 
laws are concerned. 


A tax of $100 each was paid on 
77,816 of these machines in all 
states, the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau disclosed in a summary of 
occupations subject to special 
taxes. 

Payment of the Federal levy, of- 
ficials explained, does not give an 
operator immunity from prosecu- 
tion under State and local laws.

Long queues were 
patiently standing in the streets, 
as they had been when I 
earlier passed through, waiting to 
obtain provisions or to enter a 
motion picture theater. It struck 
me that the temper of the Berlin 
people had radically changed dur- 
ing the years since I had hk 
been there. Even in the inflation 
days and in the days of desperate 
poverty of my last visits the 
crowds in the streets had seemed 
good-natured, One saw smiling 
faces. Through the miles of Ber- 
lin streets that I traversed on this 
final visit I never saw one smiling 
face. 


That night I left Berlin. 

It is of course impossible for 
me to recount in any detail the 
conversations I had in Paris or 
in London, Many of them dealt 
with questions which could in 
no event be made public until 
after the conclusion of the war. 
Furthermore, tragically enough, 
the great majority of the French 
officials with whom I. talked 
during my two visits to Paris 
are now imprisoned and in Ger- 
man hands. While the Gestapo 
presumably has obtained the 
French records of the conversa- 
tions I had, at least of those I 
had with members of the 
French Government, it would 
be unthinkable for me to write 
anything here that might even 
remotely add to the suffering » 
they have already undergone. 
Every word they uttered when 
I was with them was wholly 
legitimate and fully justified, 
but we have seen enough of 
German reactions to realize the 
distortions and perversions of 
truth of which Germans are 
capable. 

I arrived in Paris March 7. 
was a Paris wholy changed. 
could almost sense in 
houses the feeling of sullen apathy 
which marked most of the faces 
-the one passed in the nearly de- 
perted streets. 

There was a sensation of a 
general waiting; of an expecta- 
tion of some dire calamity. 
Among the innumerable persons 
with whom [ talked, only in the 
rarest instances, outside of a 
few governmental departments, 
did I obtain the impression of 
hope or vigor, or even, tragically 
enough, of the will to courage. 

The first visit I made was to the 
President of the Republic, Albert 
Lebrun, at the Elysee Palace. 
The President spent much of 
the time I was with him in telling 
me of his own life. He spoke of 
his having been born in the ex- 
treme eastern part of France, in 
a region adjacent to the German 
border. The point he wished to 
drive home, and with so much 
reason, was that the oldest gen- 
eration of living Frenchmen had 
seen three wars, in each of which 
France had been attacked 
Germany, and that France could 
not survive unless at least one 
generation of Frenchmen could 
live a normal span of life without 
having seen their country devas- 
tated as the result of German 
eggression. 

President Lebrun was the type 
of high-minded, honorable French-

man so often seen in the past in 
|French public life. It is; 
ever, an understatement to say 
that he possessed, neither the 
character, the ability, 
driving energy, nor. the vision 
Which Poincare, President of 
France during the’ first World 
War, possessed in so high a de- 
gree. President Lebrun’s mem- 
ory was evidently failing rapidly. 
It was difficult for him to remem- 
ber with any accuracy names, or 
‘dates, or even facts. 


In fact, it was highly embar- 
rassing when, at the conclusion of 
our interview, as he was tgming 
me on a tour of the main rooms 
of the palace, he attempted with 
a good deal of insistencé to tell 
me the names of the subjects of 
the portraits hanging in the vari- 
ous rooms. For he was quite 
unable to remember the names of 
any of.them, and was forced in 
each case to have recourse to one 
of his aides in order that I might 
be properly informed. 


Confers With Daladier. 


As soon as I Yeft the Elysee 
Palace I was taken in charge by 
the French secret service and 
driven at lightning speed to keep 
my appointment with Prime Min- 
ister Daladier,. 

Daladier was somewhat crippled 
from an accident he had had some 
little time before and was suffer- 
ing, he told me, almost continual 
pain. 

He started the conversation by 
reminding me of the talk I had 
had with him in Paris in the 
critical days of. September, 1938, 
and of the tragic events which had 
taken place since that time. He 
laid Parr stress on what he 
claimed 


undying gratitude of the French 
people for the. sympathetic and 
understanding attitude of the 
President of the United States and 
of his Government, and for the 
‘invaluable help which France had 


been given by the revision of the 


American neutrality legislation.

He had not believed 
at the time of Munich, and he 
did not believe now, that uni- 
fication of the German people 
of Central Europe was all that 
Germany really desired and, 
much less, all that her present 
leaders desired. At Munich Hit- 
ler had personally said to him 
that the Czechs were an inferior 
people and that Germany would 
never consent to defile the 
purity of the German race by 
incorporating Bohemia and Mo- 
ravia in Greater Germany. Hit- 
ler had now, of course, proved 
that the assurances then given 
had been lies. The Prime Min- 
ister believed that the German 
government had been very clev- 
erly following a policy which 
had but one objective, and that 
was the ultimate domination of 
the whole of Europe and of the 
whole of the Near East. He was 
by no means sure that the ulti- 
mate ambitions of the German 
government did not go still much 
further. 


In any event, he said, the point 
had been reached where I rance 
could no longer survive the kind 
of existence which the Nazi regime 
was forcing upon Europe.

Reconversion Guide Posts

As victory is today’s great task, reconversion 
is that of tonight and tomorrow, but recent de- 
bates in Congress illustrate the fogs which beset 
our statesmen as they seek to fit the expected 
situation to the myths they live by. We suggest 
under the circumstances some study of how not 
to reconvert. 

There are some hints at hand, such as a strik- 
ing piece by John Maurice Clark, the noted Co- 
lumbia University economist who hag been ad- 
vising the Committee for Economic Development, 
-Writing in the current Political Science Quarter- 
ly, Mr. Clark points out that there are many dif- 
ferent ways of going wrong in demobilizing the 
special war controls. If a New Deal administra- 
tion is in power, it will make one kind of mis- 
take: if the Republicans are in full power, they 
will make another; if the current split-situation 
continues, there is a third set of possibilities for 
going wrong. 
is certain that whatever situation ex- 
ists, many wrong things will be done and many 
right ones left We can’t start with the 
express expectation of muddling through the com- 
ing crisis as we have through the earlier ones, 
because coming through is a probability, not a 
certainty, and catastrophe is also possible. : 

One sure way to make trouble for ourselves is 
to let the anti-inflation front cave in completely 
now, while the war is still going at the

Labor policy is another area, in the economist’s 
opinion, in which it may be easiest to go disas- 
trously wrong. Although average weekly real 
earnings have risen, there are many groups, es- 
pecially of the white collar type, whose -real in- 
comes are less. Quite a few strong, well organized 
groups believe they have suffered real injustice 
under the “hold the line” order, and even thé 
cessation of combat in Europe may bring a wave 
of demands for wage increases, Strikes could de- 
lay retooling and reconversion, or excessive in- 
creases could result in a wage structure which 
industries could not pay without a rising spiral of 
prices. Inflation or unemployment would follow 
in train, 

For the longer pull, Mr. Clark points out two 
opposite ways of going wrong in basic attitude: 
“One is to go on doing lip service to the neces- 
sity of preserving private enterprise, doing noth- 
ing to discover and change policies that may 
make it impossible for private enterprise to do 
its job and to health and vigor, An- 
other f& to try to create a favorable business cll- 
mate by abandoning or emasculating all regula- 
tory policies that are at all unwelcome to any

These seem good guideposts on what not to do 
to be saved.

Alternative to Bretton Woods 


An alternative to the international stabilization 
fund drawn up at the Bretton Woods monetary 
conference has been proposed to Congress by Rep- 
resentative Dewey of Illinois, who was Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury under Coolidge, The 
proposal this country set up its 
own credit machinery independently of other na- 
tions.

What to Do With Germany 


Now that the dreaded “encirclement” that Hit- 
ler has raved about so long is actually coming 
about, the German radio says “the supreme hour” 
has arrived “when we must throw into the battle 
the last little ounce of strength.” May the re- 
maining strength be truly measured in ounces, or 
more properly, days, But we may rest assured 
that a German passion for war and conquest is 
still measured in tons and generations. 

It is no merciful spirit which makes captive 
Junker Generals, only a few short months ago 


feeders of the German passion, plead over the 
radio with other Germans to give up the struggle. 
If their motive is not actually a desire to end 
the war before the seeds of German militarism 
are blighted, we surely cannot afford to assume it 
is anything better. We were misled once; and 
because of our old gullibility, sentimentality and 
war-weariness, good blood is spilled again. 
Whatever else may go into them, let our inten- 
tions with defeated enemies still start out: One, 


unconditional eurrender, followed by occupa- 
tion in force; two, absolute destruction of 
Nazism and disinfection of its breeding places; 
three, transformation, by measures as strong as 
may be necessary, of Germany from a country 
fatefully dominated in the past by a coalition of 
landed aristocrats and industrial plutocrats into 
a peaceful nation such as neighboring Holland, 
Denmark, Norway and Czechoslovakia were be- 
fore Hitler’s armies marched. 

And, with such local modifications as may be 
needed, the same for Japan, And after that, 
whatever means it takes to disinfect such po- 
litical plague spots of the world as Spain and 
Argentina,

The Twain Met 


A new thing happened in the St, Louis area 
last Monday when more than 100 persons met 
in this city to listen to reports on future airport 
development, under the auspices of the Metro- 
politan Plan Association. Present were civic and 
governmental representatives from St. Louis, St. 
Louis County and St. Charles County in Missouri, 
and from Madison, St. Clair and Monroe Coun- 
ties in Illinois. For the purposes of the meeting, 
the geographical barrier of the Mississippi River 
was non-existent, 

For many years, the two sides of the river have 
been going their separate Ways, sometimes as 
though a thousand miles instead of a thousand 
yards separated them. To East St. Louis, this city 
has seemed far away, though their interests are 
necessarily closely linked, while to St. Louis, 
East St. Louis has seemed remote. On occasion, 
the relations between the two sides of the river 
have deteriorated from mutual indifference to 
open hostility. 

Some months ago, the Metropolitan Plan As- 
sociation was formed to build a bridge of com- 
mon interests and co-operation across the Mis- 
sissippi. The association is composed of leading 
men from the East and West sides, and its object 
is to consider the region as a whole, particularly 
in connection with public works to provide post- 
war improvements and jobs. 

Monday’s meeting was on the popular and 
urgent subject of airports for the region. Those 
present listened to the report of Horner and 
Shifrin, made for the Municipal Airport Com- 
mission of St. Louis, and they listened also to 
the report of the Madison-St, Clair Counties 
Committee for Aviation Planning. Both these re- 
ports made interesting and important suggestions 
for getting this region ready for the Air Age. 

In the future, more of these meetings will be 
held. They will not be confined to airports, 
which, of course, should be planned for the 
region as a whole, but will include roads, parks, 
river front beautification and other public works 
which also should be planned for the region as 
a whole. In the course of these meetings, many 
bridges of understanding will be built across the 
Mississippi and the region as a whole will be 
far better off. , 

So we hail Monday’s meeting as an excellent 
thing, and the movement behind it as one that 
should have been begun years ago. For at last 
it is recognized that the Missouri side of the 
Mississippi and the Illinois side are not lands 
foreign to each other, to be recognized, say, 
by an exchange of Ambasaadors, but are good 
neighbors who should plan together for the days 
to come,

A Blacklisted American 


The blacklisting by the Army of one of the 
Philadelphia transit strikers, Thomas A. Quigley, 
makes strange reading for Americans. This puni- 
tive action, it is explained, means that Quigley 
will be denied employment in any industry for 
the duration of the war. 

The blacklisted striker committed an offense 
which was abhorrent. He was led by the low 
motive of ignorant, bigoted racial prejudice to 
stand in the way of his country’s battle against 
its enemies. 

But he has been indicted by no grand jury, 
tried in no court of law, judged by no jury. Nor 
is the punishment which has been levied against 
him a righteous or even humane punishment— 
it is cruel and unusual. 

How is this man to earn a living for himself, 
for his family, for his two children? He has been 
reclassified 1A and is being examined for induc- 
tion into the Army. But what if he is rejected 
by the Army, must continue to support himself 
as a civilian? What of the precedent? Is not 
denial of legitimate employment an invitation, 


and more than an invitation, to turn for support 


to employment outside the law? 

The status of Thomas Quigley, American citli- 
zen, must give. disquiet to all other American 
citizens. This is not the status of a freeman, 
entitled to be heard in his own defense, entitled 
to trial by his equals, entitled to the protection 
as well as to the punishment of the courts, 

The blacklisting should be revoked by the 
Army. It should never have been done. If 
Quigley’s offense is abhorrent, so is his punish- 
ment. It is not the American way of doing 
things. It is the way of caprice and oppression.

LONDON. 

A week has passed since Mr. Gandhi 
broke the Indian deadlock and held out a 
prospect of a reasonable settlement. Is it 
caution that accounts for the general si- 
lence, or is it that the Mahatma’s quick 
movements bewilder us? 

However it is to be explained, the fact 
is that Mr. Amery will say nothing and 
Lord Wavell will do nothing, while Mr. 
Jinnah maintains a stony indifference. 

The details may call for scrutiny, but the 
outstanding facts are first that Mr. Gand- 
hi has met the central demand of the Mus- 
lim League and, secondly, that he advises 
Indian co-operation during the war period 
under the Viceroy as “constitutional mon- 
arch” after the formation of a National 
Government. 


To refuse to recognize that Mr. Gandhi 
has brought his rebellion to an end is as 
mean as it is unintelligent. This chance may 
not come to us again. If we ignore it, we 
shall confirm Indians in their distrust of 
our good faith, with the result that weanay 
find them intractable when at the end of 
the war we are prepared to discuss a set- 
tlement, The time to seek their friendship 
is now. 


Past Offers of Mahatma 


It matters so much to grasp the signifi- 
cance of this new fact that it may be well 
to review what Mr. Gandhi has said and 
done. His offer to the Muslim League 
comes first in order of time. Negotiated by 
Mr. Rajagopalachari more than a year ago, 
while Mr, Gandhi was still aiprisoner, its 
main purpose is to restore Indian national 
unity. 

For the duration of the war, Hindus and 
Muslims are to act together under a Na- 
tional Government, which Congress and the 
Muslim League shall join in forming. The 
goal both are to acknowledge is the full 
independence of India after the war. A 
plebiscite in the predominantly Muslim 
provinces, which a Commission shall delim- 
it, will decide after the war whether these 
provinces really are bent on creating their 
separate Muslim State of Pakistan. 

This does not mean that Mr.-Gandhi is 
converted, or even reconciled, to the idea 
of a Muslim Ulster. He believes in Indian 
unity, as all Hindus and many Muslims do. 
But he realizes (as Congress did in 1942) 
that no province can be embodied in a 
federal India against its will. 


He stipulates that before the vote is taken 
free discussion shall be permitted. What is 
new in this offer—that the regions in 
which Muslims have a majority shall first 
be delimited—favors Mr, Jinnah’s chance 
of securing a majority. He could hardly 
hope to carry Bengal as a whole, but he 
might possibly succeed in its eastern half. 


No Time for Disobedience 


Mr. Gandhi has neither renounced civil 
disobedience as a political technique nor 
‘ancelled his “Quit India” demand in prin- 
ciple. But Mr. Gandhi said as plainly as 
possible that the time for civil disobedience 
is past. 

The new fact is that Mr. Gandhi has re- 
treated from the intemperate urgency of 
the demand Congress made in August, 
1942. He aims at independence after the 
war, which was what the Cripps offer con- 
templated as a right and a possibility, if 
India chooses to exercise her right as a 


Dominionyto secede. Mr. Gandhi is con- 
tent that military matters shall remain in 
British hands, 

Broadly this means the acceptance of 
the Cripps offer, though there may well be 
details that call for adjustment. 

One difficulty, indeed, stands out which 
is not a mere detail. Mr. Gandhi, of course, 


realizes, as Congress did when it first an-” 


swered the Cripps offer, that India can 
never be independent, if the Princes, as 
autocrats, may remain outside'the federa- 
tion. This grave gnatter will have to be 
faced squarely if We hope for a final set- 
tlement of the Indian question. 

That cannot be won at a rush. We should 
be content if very much less were achieved 
at the moment, 

The main thing to recognize is the chance 
offered by Mr. Gandhi’s change of front. 
Do we care to reconcile the mass of the 
Indian nation, who in seven at least of the 
11 provinces stood and probably still stand 
in a majority behind him? 


The Moves to Harmony 


The first step, as we see it, is to re- 
lease the Congress prisoners, Their revolt 
is long since over. It is well, too, that we 
should recollect that they have never been 
tried, and that they cannot now be a dan- 
ger to order, 

Qnce they can come together and take 
dg@Cisions, we would urge them in the in- 
t¢rests of co-operation to further a return 
tod representative government in the prov- 
inces, 

That raises once more the thorny issue 
of a Muslim-Hindu understanding. Mr. 
Gandhi has made his gesture. Can Mr. 
Jinnah afford to be merely negative? If 
he cannot accept Mr. Rajagopalachari’s 
formula, what are his terms? Or must we 
conclude that his aim is to obstruct any 
settlement whatever? We take him to be 
a man whose ambitions range higher than 
that. 


But we are not sanguine that a settle- 
ment can be reached either with Indians, or 
between Indians, until we make it crystal 
clear that we want to settle. This Mr. 
Churchill has never managed to convey, 
though his mastery of the English language 
is equal to the task. His countrymen ex- 
pect him to say it now.

A Warm Analysis of Turkey 
And of Her War Contribution 


“The Rising Crescent; Turkey Yesterday, Today and 
Tomorrow,"’ By Ernest Jackh, (Farrar & Rinehart, 
New York.) 

This new analysi f Turkey, appearing 
upon the bookstands about the time Tur- 
key broke off relations with Germany, re- 
celves added emphasis, Ernest Jackh, now 
a British citizen, once a German statesman 
who served the Weimar Republic, is ar- 
dently pro-Turkish. He lived in Turkey from 
1908 to 1915 and was inspired by the Young 
Turks’ revolt. He knew Mustafa Kemal 
(later Ataturk) and his successor, Ismet 
Inonu, and on various diplomatic missions 
for the British Government from 1937-1940 
was in on many secret conferences which 
he reveals here for the first time.

Dr. Jackh states that he has written no 
history book, nor exhaustive reference 
work. Rather he has sought to interpret 
the Turkish nation for the Western read- 
er. Turkey, he reminds us, is no longer the 
land of the fez, the veil, polygamy, fatal- 
ism and fanaticism. Since the Young 
Turks’ revolt against the established Otto 
man regime, and particulariy since the 
birth of the Turkish Republic, Turkey has 
looked to the West for her: ideas. Her con- 
version ig a miracle of planning and ltead- 
ership by her first President, the late Mus- 
tafa Kemal. She has accomplished in one 
generation what other nations have 
achieved over hundreds of years. This 
miracle has been possible because the loss 
of her heterogeneous European possessions 
has really strengthened and united the re 
maining Turkish nation. 

Ataturk has been called a “democratic 
dictator’; he was nominated by the con- 
sent of the people for the emergency. He 
and his successor worked untiringly to es 
tablish peaceful relations with Turkey's 
abundant neighbors, Turkey has been the 
leader in the movement for a Balkan union 
with a common army, foreign policy and 
military system—a union not subject to one 
of the great powers—a union baged on col- 
lective security and peaceful negotiation. 
The war has delayed the day of fulfillment.

While Turkey is considered a minor na- 
tion today, she assumes importance out of 
all proportion to*her mere 18 million popu- 
lation,- because of her geostrategical loca- 
tion at the “crossroads of three continents.” 
She has been the center of struggies 
throughout time: first, over the control of 
her waterways, later, over her overland 
routes and railways. 

Her most insistent wooer for the last 
few years has been Hitlerite Germany. And 
no onlooker can deny that Turkey has 
walked the diplomatic tightrope skillfully. 
She has served the Allied cause, Dr. Jackh 
says, much better as a neutral than as an 
early belligerent. She has been the stop- 
gap, uncompromising in the face of Hitler's

The postwar peace arrangement

so low and so grotesque a char- 
acter?

He was utterly pessi- 
mistic and utterly without hope. 

Later in the day I had separate 
interviews with the Deputy Prime 
Minister, Camille Chautemps, and 
with Georges Bonnet. 


Bonnet’s Version of Talks. 


M. Chautemps reflected much 
the same views as-those expressed 
to me by Daladier. Bonnet gave 
me his version in full detail of the 
history of the negotiations be- 
tween Germany and France dur- 
ing the months subsequent to the 
Munich agreements, 


It is fair to him to state that 
of his own initiative and, with- 
out his possessing, so far as I 
know, any knowledge of my 
conversations in Germany, he 
denied categorically what had 
been told me in Berlin regard- 
ing the pact of nonaggression 
which he had signed with Rib- 
bentrop in December, 1938. 


He insisted that when the ques- 
tion of French policy in Eastern 
Europe had arisen, he had never 
directly or indirectly given Ger- 
many any assurance that France 
would wash her hands with regard 
to the fate of Poland. The only 
statement which he had made to 
Ribbentrop in that connection, he 
said, had been that the French 
Government was signing the pact 
with the sole reservation that it 
should not be construed as impair- 
ing France’s obligations under her 
two treaties of alliance with the 
Soviet Union and with Poland, 


According to Bonnet, Ribben- 
trop had replied that this declar- 
ation on the part of the French 
Government could in no sense be 
regarded as prejudicial to Ger- 
many in so far as Poland was 
concerned, since Germany also 
had a pact of nonaggression with 
Poland and since the German 
Government believed that rela- 
tions between Germany and Po- 
land would be increasingly friend- 
ly during the next four or five 
years. Bonnet asserted that Rib- 
bentrop had, of course, lied braz- 
enly and openly, and that in the 
French Yellow Book, already pub- 
lished, the French Government 
had set forth the facts as they 
really were, 

Of the remaining conversations 
which I had in Paris during those 
crowded few days, two stand out 
particularly in my memory. 


‘Munich Cardinal Error.’ 


I had known Paul Reynaud for 
many years. I had always had a 
very real admiration both for the 
caliber of his mentality and for 
the position which he had taken 


years, 
We had lunch together in the 
offices of the Louvre which he 


occupied as -Minister of Finance. | 


At the close of the luncheon he 
turned to me and said, “I don’t 
have to tell you that people right- 
ly regard me as the ‘hardest man’ 
in the French Government with 
regard to our relations with Ger- 
many. You remember that when 
we talked in September, 1938, I 
told you that France should de- 
clare war upon Germany in order 
to save Czechoslovakia. You 
know I was right. You know that 
if France had done so at that 
time England could not have 
avoided coming into the war or 
the side of Framce. Munich has 
been the cardinal error of French 
and British policy.” But that, he 
went on to say, was now past his- 
tory. 


France could never obtain se- 
curity and insure herself against 
a repetition of German aggres- 
sion unless some international 
organization could be created 
capable of keeping peace. In his 
judgment, no such organization 
could be effective unless precise 
arrangements were made for 
the establishment of an inter- 
national police force and the 
abolition, outside of that force, 
of all categories of offensive 


armaments, 

The other interview which 
stands out is the conversation 
which I had with Leon Blum. 
Blum was no longer in office at 
that time, and he was living in 
almost complete retirement in his 
smal] apartment on the left bank 
of the Seine, overlooking ‘the 
quais beyond Notre Dame. 


In his crowded and charming 
study we talked for a long time 
of the events of the two years 
since I had last seen him, and of 
the tragically swift collapse of 
the cardboard structure of inter- 
national security.

words of reproach, They were all 
written, however, solely because, 
as a representative of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, I had 
dared to call upon a Jew. I have 
lived in France, ani I have known 
France since the time of my 
earliest childhood. In all of those 
many years, except during the 
period of the Dreyfus case, I had 
never found that anti-Semitism 
existed in France. Now, for the 
first time, I realized how widely 
the poison engendered by the 
Nazis had already seeped into 
Western Europe.

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PRIZE CONTESTS will soon be back on a big scale, for 
when our pre-occupation with the war effort is no longer es- 
sential, advertising will again be in full swing. And prize con- 
tests are an excellent advertising device. In normal times, 
millions of dollars in cash or merchandise are given away each 
year to contest winners. Most of these contests are eminently 
fair and square. But you must get on to the ropes if you 
wish to be a regular winner. For example, you must be met- 
iculous in obeying the rules. If a 50-word letter is called for, 
don’t run yours to 51 words. And have somebody proofread 
your stuff to catch any typographical errors. In most contests, 
there is an attempt by the sponsor to attract as “many people 
as possible, so the earlier contests may of simple, but the last 
week’s supply will probably be exceedingly difficult.

body can get this mechanical part of the contest technically 
correct, then the payoff comes on a 50-word or 100-word letter. 
In lieu of a letter, “neatness” is often cited as a basis for 
awarding the prizes, and this term usually means a colorful, 
artistic get-up, in addition to absence of smudges and finger- 
marks. In writing your 100-word letter, be sure you try to 
inject some original ideas or give a new twist to old ones. 
Notice this winner in a former Chicago newspaper contest: 
“It may seem strange (since I’m a man) that Edith Shuck’s 
‘Daily Food Service’ stands out most definitely in my mind 
among the features in the paper, but here’s why. Whenver my 
wife gets hold of the paper ahead of me, I find a jagged hole 
on one of the pages.

PREMATURE gray hair 
is full of unanswered 
problems. Why do many menand 
some women gray only at the 
temples, while the top of the head 
retains its youthful hue? If gray 
hair is due to some general chem- 
ical change in the body, such as 
lack of a vitamin, why aren’t all 
the hairs affected at the same 
time and to the same degree? 
Premature graying is sometimes 
really premature—I know of a girl 
14 years old who has many gray 
hairs and has had some since the 
age of 10. She is in perfect 
health, not otherwise unusually 
mature, 

And there are dozens of cases 
of hair that grayed and then came 
back to its original color, Jackson 
& McMurry’s textbook on the hair

cites the case of a man with black 


hand and beard who had sudden 
loss of color from both beard and 
scalp, then during the next five 
years gradual restoration of color, 
Then after a few years he grayed 
again, and again came back to the 
original shading. The cycle re- 
peated itself a third time in 30 
years, During all this time there 
was no ill health. Dr. G. W. Grif- 
fiths reported the case of a fire- 
man who had had gray hair for 
eight years. He had been blond. 
At a fire he was exposed to ex- 
treme cold for a long time, all but 
his scalp, which was protected by 
a wool skull cap under his helmet. 
Twenty-four hours later his hair 
began to turn black.

“RESTORATION OF gray hair” 


is one of those phrases like “foun- 
tain of youth” that sounds better 
than it works out in practice. It 
all began with some experiments 
on rats. By shaking a watery so- 
lution of liver extract, yeast or 
rice bran with fuller’s earth the 
thiamine, riboflavin and pyridox- 
ine are removed, leaving a solu- 
tion of the “filtrate factor.” Rats 
fed with a diet containing the 
other vitamins, but lacking the fil- 
trate factor soon show patches of 
gray fur and other evidences of 
senescence. On adding the fil- 
trate factor to the diet again 
these symptoms clear up. It is 
known that this factor contains 
panthothenic acid. 

These experimental results can 
be carried over into natural hu- 
man experience, but only in a 
very disappointing way. The wife 
of one of the most eminent derma- 
tologists of my acquaintance tried 
the anti-gray hair factor on her- 
self and reports tnat ““restora- 
tion” is a gross exaggeration; it 
turns the hair a kind of dirty yel- 
low—the color of old rcpe. 

Incidentally, the discoverer of 
the anti-gray hair factor looks a 
good deal more like Santa Claus 
on top of his head than he does 
like George Raft. He looks more 
like Socrates in the face, too, than 
he does like George Raft.

HYDE PARK, Tuesday. 
YOUNG Norwegian flyer who 
was with us, the other day, 
voiced a fear which some of 

our own soldiers have voiced in 
print. 


He said the tendency of Amer- 
icans whose land had not been 
devastated, and whose families 
have not been killed before their 
eyes, may be to treat the enemy 
more gently than the populations 
in the countries we are now free- 
ing would want us to do. He 
hopes, therefore, that as soon as 
possible, the handling of local, 
civic and military affairs will be 
in the hands of the freed people 
themselves. Otherwise, there 
might be bitterness against the lib- 
erators, and a feeling that too 
much kindness was being shown 
to an enemy who had meted out 
such dire cruelty and suffering 
while in power. 

This has been echoed in letters 
I have received from men overseas 
when they hear that civilians at 
home are worrying about. the 
“brutalizing” effect of war on 
our men, and whether .or not we 
will treat the Germans and Jap- 
anese kindly in their forthcoming 
defeat. 

From all IT hear and know of 
our men, even the war cannot 
brutalize. those who were not bru- 
talized beforehand.

This country has had higher 
standards of living than probably 
any other country in the world.

The thing I 
hope we,will do is to try to pre- 
vent futtre wars by establishing 
some form of machinery which 
will bring just treatment to all 
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nations, but quick dealing with 
any aggressors in the future. We, 
as a people, have been spared 
most of the horrors of War in our 
own nation, but we cannot expect 
the other people who have suf-
